Marist began polling on annoying 
words five years ago. The word choices 
are provided to the respondents based 
on Marist research and prior surveys, 
Griffith said. While most Marist sur- 
veys focus on politics, the poll on an- 
noying words is enlightening, she said. 

“We like to keep a finger on the 
pulse of popular culture,” Griffith said.

Asked to choose whether great 
songwriting or great performance 
ability is more important for a musician, 
“Inside Llewyn Davis” star Oscar Isaac 
hesitates, wavers, then decides. 

“Id say definitely songwriting. 
Because if you perform a [bleepy] song, 
then just ’cause you're really good at 
performing it ...” the 33-year-old actor, 
who plays the film’s titular folk singer, 
says at the James Hotel. “You can put 


diamonds on a turd, I guess.” 

In other words, you can try, but you can’t 
fake quality. That’s never been an issue for 
the Coen brothers (“No Country for Old 
Men,” “Fargo”), who bring their traditional 
warped sense of humor and uncompromising 
view of the world’s challenges to “Llewyn 
Davis,” opening Friday. In his first leading 
role, Isaac “Drive,” “Robin Hood”) is terrific 
as a struggling musician in 1961 New York 
who’s more familiar with sleeping on couches 
than earning significant money for his 
versions of classic songs. Early folk singers 
played standards because that was the way 
songs were passed down before recorded 
music became the norm, Isaac notes. 

Isaac, who chalks up his quick on-screen 
success to the sort of luck Llewyn doesn’t 
have, has played in bands for much of his life. 
So this wasn’t a case of an actor having to 
pick up an instrument and learn to perform 
for the first time. The potential Oscar 
nominee says the New York club shows he 
played to prepare for the film allowed him to 
simply “face an audience just with a guitar.” 
No one recognized him from his films. No 
one booed. Some asked where they could 
buy his albums. 

He’s not the only actor-musician 
bridging the artistic forms, of course. Justin 
Timberlake co-stars in the film as Jim, the 
on- and offstage partner of the pregnant 
woman (Carey Mulligan, Isaac’s “Drive” 
co-star) who isn’t sure if Jim or Llewyn is the 
father. Yes, the “tricky” subject of mixing 
music and movies came up in conversation 
between Isaac and Timberlake. 

“You don’t want to be looked at as just an 
opportunist,” Isaac says. “But if you actually 
have a true desire and you feel like you can 
contribute something to the medium, then I 
think it’s fair to try. ... I feel confident in that 
I have something to offer in both the music 
and film {industries}, and I think {Justin} 
probably feels the same way.”

some dastardly businessmen. 
Hammer is likable enough, both 
as attorney John Reid and as The 
Masked Man.

“It’s fun to use my singing voice as part of a 
character,” says pop superstar Justin Tim- 
berlake, describing how he toned down his 
vibrato and adjusted his guitar-strumming to 
portray clean-cut early 60s folk singer Jim 
Berkey in the Coen brothers’ “Inside Llewyn 
Davis.” One of the most delightful scenes 

in the movie, which opens Friday, involves a 
spirited recording session for a goofy novelty 
song called “Please Mr. Kennedy” —a plea to 
not be drafted into the space race. 

Jim sets the pace, instructing his musician 
buddy Llewyn (Oscar Isaac) on where to 
jump in and how many “puh-puh” P sounds 
to insert before the word “please.” They then 
launch into a driving, deadpan version of 
the nonsensical song while their pal Al Cody 
(Adam Driver) blurts out “Uh-oh!” and other 
doo-wop exclamations for a comic top note. 

Llewyn, described by the movie’s execu- 
tive music producer, T Bone Burnett, as “a 
moody existentialist” folk singer struggling 


to get by in the ’60s music scene, finds the 
song appalling, but Jim can’t see a problem 
with it. “If people want a campy song, Jim’s 
happy to write it,” Timberlake said. “He kind 
of represents where the world was going. The 
beatniks of that time looked at music like, 
‘This isn’t a career, man, this is art.’ But if you 
look at the music business now—you’re not 
anything until you’ve made an actual career 
out of being a musician.” 

If Timberlake was ever concerned about 
his own bona fides, he may have overcom- 
pensated. The night before he sat down to 
chat, he’d been anointed both favorite male 
soul/R&B artist and favorite male pop/rock 
artist at the American Music Awards. While 
others in the “Inside Llewyn Davis” cast were 
promoting the movie with intimate musical 
performances in New York and L.A., Timber- 
lake was kicking off a world tour around the 
recent pair of albums he dubbed “The 20/20 
Experience.” 

With a raft of film roles now to his credits, 


Timberlake had never gotten to play a musi- 
cian, until Joel Coen called. “I think I said yes 
before he finished the sentence,” Timberlake 
said. “I knew I wanted to mix music and 
movie-making. To get to do it with the Coen 
brothers is kind of unbelievable.” 

Burnett, who’s worked on some of the 
choicest music-driven movies ever, including 
the Coens’ “O Brother, Where Art Thou?,” 
doesn’t hesitate to give Timberlake his due. 
“Justin is a bad man,” he said, indulging in 
musician-speak. “He’s a real artist. He'll get

In “Llewyn Davis,” Timberlake sings lead 
in a three-part harmony performance of 
Hedy West’s “500 Miles,” one of the more 
lyrical and beloved songs of the period. But 
it’s “Please Mr. Kennedy” that’s getting 
the most attention this awards season; the 
song has been submitted for Golden Globe 
consideration (it’s ineligible for the Academy 
Awards because it was adapted from existing 
material).

Benedict Cumberbatch inspires the sort of rabid, overwhelming Internet love usu- 


ally reserved for cats wearing sweaters, but sitting with the actor even briefly, it’s 


sort of easy to understand why. In the course of 20 minutes, Cumberbatch sounded 


off with ease and eloquence on his personal relationship to the writings of J.R.R. 


Tolkien, his “porn star dragon” Smaug and dealing with international celebrity. 


Smaug really is a work of art. He’s an incred- 
ible creation, isn’t he? Eighty percent of it is 
[created by the special effects team at} WETA. 
It was amazing to do. I did do motion capture. 
I can sort of see bits of that in those closeups 
when he’s one-on-one with Bilbo and with 
Thorin at the end; it’s vague, but I can see, 
underneath all those scales, the eyebrow move- 
ments and the mouth and stuff. So what I’m 
saying is I can say that it’s good without saying 
that much about myself. 


How did you come to play Smaug? I ap- 
proached them. I put myself on tape. I 
auditioned. I was asked to audition, I guess, 

at some point. My dad read this to me when 

I was a kid. I must have been about 6 or 7 
because I went to boarding school at 8. So, it 
was a bedtime treat. This is for him. I owe a 
lot of it to him. I don’t know how much of his 
performance I ripped off. I can remember his 
Smeagol, his Gollum, was brilliant. He did that 


along time afterwards just to keep me sweet 
when I was in a grump, get my attention or 
make me laugh. 


Peter Jackson mentioned something about 
you rolling around on a bit of carpet... 

It was motion capture, so I did roll around 

a bit on the carpet. He’s talking about the 
dragon porn that happened a little bit later, 

in the sort of third installment of our work 
together ... they built the platform in the main 
soundstage at the post-production facility 
down in Wellington and it was great. It was 
sort of above {the floor], so I had this kind of 
thing of superiority. It was literally like “Baum 
chicka baum baum,” me up on my Smaug-y 
platform. I was like, “This is cool, I can slink 
around like a porn star dragon.” 


Aporn star dragon?! That’s one, sort-of-hilari- 
ous way to think of it. It was great because that 
luxuriant sensation I imagine it is for him to 


feel all that gold around him, [as an actor] to 
have some kind of contact with this thing was 
great. There was actually a camera on me as 
well, but it was mainly a sound recording. They 
built this rig for the mo-cap skull cap—which 
usually carries a camera—they built one with 

a microphone so I looked like one of those 
ridiculous bottom-of-the-deep ocean angler 
fishes with those antenna things, but it meant 
I could move in any direction. There’s a lot of 
thrashing about, and I really wanted to get that 
energy into the voice. The wire came back to 
this little pack and then trailed back around 

so that sort of became a swishy mermaid 
serpentine-type tail. It was great, they really 
got what I wanted to do with him, which was 
to color everything with a physicality rather 
than just being a disembodied voice. I think

it works. You don’t feel a disconnect between 
what you're hearing and what you're seeing. 


As an actor, how does one prepare to play a 
dragon? They had some artists’ impressions 
of him and of Erebor and this landscape he 
was going to be in, so I looked at that first, 
then went onto the mo-cap stage, imagined it, 
moved around with my hands {in the shape of 
claws], my elbows in, crawling on my belly, feet 
kind of clamped together as a tail, overarticu- 
lating my neck and my jaw and ruining my 
shoulders and doing all sorts of nonsense and 
damage to myself and then evolving the voice 
out of that. It was a wonderful evolution. I 
went to the London Zoo to do my good kind 
of actorly drama school kind of thing, my 
animal study, 
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The perfect holiday gifts for the outrageous Chicago sports fanatic in your life.

In early Decem- 

ber, the New York 
Film Critics Circle 
awarded director/ 
co-writer David O. 
Russell’s “American 
Hustle” Best Picture 
and Best Screenplay. 
That’s pushing it. Lacking the confidence of 
Russell’s recent Oscar nominees (the great 
“Silver Linings Playbook,” the good “The 
Fighter”), the film often feels stuck between 
aping Martin Scorsese (“Goodfellas”) and 
Paul Thomas Anderson (“Boogie Nights”). 
It’s rarely as playful or funny or loose or hip 
as it hopes. 

There should be no complaints to the 
NYFCC, however, for awarding Best Sup- 
porting Actress to Jennifer Lawrence. A year 
after winning the Oscar for Best Actress in 
“Silver Linings,” she sneaks along the fringes 
of “Hustle” until eventually pulling off the 
kind of brilliant thievery the characters can 
only dream of. Opening by noting, “Some of 
this actually happened,” the film continually

reminds us, often through various characters 
in lazily conceived voiceover, that life is but 
acon game, and everyone has an angle. 

Looking like the polar opposite of his Os- 
car-winning role in “The Fighter,” Christian 
Bale plays Irving, a conscience-free swindler 
who’s a plump advocate of the comb-over. 
When he and his girlfriend, Sydney (Amy 
Adams), who poses as an English banking 
whiz named Edith, get pinched by FBI 
agent Richie DiMaso (Bradley Cooper), the 
pair has no choice but to assist the feds in 
exposing corrupt officials (including Jeremy 
Renner as a New Jersey mayor) or face time 
themselves. 

Actually, they do have a choice, but Irving 
won't flee the country—he loves the son he 
adopted after marrying Rosalyn (Lawrence), 
a live wire of hair and cleavage whom her 
husband dubs “the princess of passive- 


aggressive karate.” 

Set in the late ’7os, the secondhand-feel- 
ing, overlong “American Hustle” is all dull 
ties and low necklines, but that’s hardly the 
reason the actresses outdo the actors here. 
Lawrence carefully adds dimension after 
dimension to a character that at first seems 
not to have any; Adams subtly reveals how 
much Sydney has given up to change her life 
and how worried she is about winding up

with nothing. 

A great cast isn’t everything, though. 
(Hello, “The Counselor.”) And “Hustle,” 
a movie with so much talent and poten- 
tial, falters with emotional currents that 
aren't satisfyingly explored and oppressive 
voiceover that clashes with the on-screen 
effort at jazzy, crackling entertainment. Hey, 
Soderbergh (““Ocean’s Eleven”), you want a 
shot at this?

Alice Eve answers with an enthusiastic, a 7 
course!” The English actresé defends the 
“classic film of my childhood” as a fairy cale 
and quotes ina New York accent, Ye ase 
you, Cinder-[bleepin’}-rella?” 

She agrees, though, that “Some Velvet 
Morning,” opening Friday, could be seen 
as a more realistic “Pretty Woman.” Fred 
(Stanley Tucci) tells Velvet (Eve), a prostitute 
who also is his former mistress, that he has 
finally left his wife and wants to be with her. 
“The problem is, the reality of the situation 
is that let’s say Fred did have the best inten- 
tions like Richard Gere. Velvet is too dam- 
aged to be able to sustain a normal life,” the 
31-year-old Eve (“Star Trek Into Darkness,” 
“Men in Black 3”) says from New York. “And 
that does happen. You go to the point of no 
return. You go till you’re beyond saving, till 
normality and beauty and happily ever after 
is no longer of interest. Because the only way 
you can feel is by damaging.” 

The fascinating, unpredictable film is a 
clear return to the days when writer-director 
Neil LaBute was making highly discussable

controversial behavior. With the unofficial 
trilogy of “In the Company of Men,” “Your 
Friends and Neighbors” and “The Shape of 
Things,” the writer-director looked selfish, 
unhinged people in the eye and won the 
staring contest. Those movies dare to create 
loathsome characters and ask who will admit 
to understanding where they’re coming from. 
Finally—at least in terms of the big screen; 
LaBute’s extremely active in theater—that 
fearless social analyst returns in “Some Velvet 
Morning,” a two-character piece that finds 
Stanley Tucci (“The Hunger Games: Catch- 
ing Fire”) and Alice Eve (‘Star Trek Into 
Darkness”) brilliantly rising to the challenges 
of delicately drawn characters. The whole 
thing takes place in the home of Velvet (Eve), 
who opens the door to find Fred (Tucci), 
who has left his wife of 24 years and wants to 
make up for time apart from his former mis- 
tress.

called first to make sure his feelings weren’t a 
one-way street?

As always in a LaBute relationship saga, 
things grow dark and stormy in an unex- 
pected and revealing fashion. It’s difficult to 
say much without giving away too much, so 
let’s leave it at this: “Some Velvet Morning” 
is about the elaborate games people play and 
the condition we leave others in when we 
finish with them. How do you know what’s 
too far if you never toe the line, and how do 
you stop from losing control when you get 
there? Who really gets to determine what’s 
safe and acceptable —lovers, family, society 
or ourselves? 

LaBute plays a dangerous game of power 
and possessiveness in a bit of a vacuum. Some 
may not buy the trust “Some Velvet Morn- 
ing” requires or tolerate its intimate, disturb- 
ing questions. Those who do will think about 
the difficulty of capturing/recapturing magic 
and the wild actions motivated by love, lust 
and need. You'll want to watch the film again 
immediately, and it will rattle around in your 
head for hours. If not longer.

Despite the waiting, the service at Nico 
seemed primed to deliver. Madia appeared 
midway through the night, wearing a blazer 
and 1980s-worthy ripped acid-wash jeans, and 
glad-handed at nearby tables. I appreciated 
that food runners switched out silverware and 
plates with every course, which was crucial 
given the family-style service and the poten- 
tial to mix flavors and sauces from each of the 
dishes we ordered.

to get a taste of it. 

At Nico, Kahan collaborates with chef de 
cuisine Erling Wu-Bower, who has worked his 
whole career with One Off (Avec, Publican). 
Wu-Bower is killing it. The opening menu 
has almost 50 dishes split into six main 
areas: crudo (raw or lightly cured fish), fet- 
tunta (bruschetta), antipasti (salads and small 
plates), pasta, piatti (arge plates) and contorni 
(vegetable sides). Parties of two who choose 
one plate from four of the six sections and 
share a dessert will be plenty full. 

My favorite dish was puree of fava bean 
flavored with bottarga (salted cured fish roe) 
topped with a crisp salad of fennel, radish 
and briny sweet dungeness crab adorned 
with wispy thin crackers that looked like the 
billowing spinnakers of a yacht ($18). Spiedini 
($17), or skewers of grilled smoky sweetbreads 
enrobed in sweet and salty slices of pancetta 
and topped with thick, meaty slices of sauteed 
royal trumpet mushrooms, were like addic- 
tive, savory bonbons. My friend and I threw 
them back with abandon, racing to see who 
could eat the most before we ran out. 


The dish that was closest to what your 
Italian grandmother might serve was the 
Neapolitan-style ragu ($18 per person). A red 
lacy-patterned trivet was set on the table, 
and a pot bubbling with an Italian red sauce 
gravy was placed on top. In the middle of the 
gravy was a tender hunk of braised pork belly, 
a juicy golf ball-sized swordfish meatball and 
a fried square of risotto. The sauce, which had 
a hint of sweetness, a bit of spice and a meaty 
richness, was deeply comforting. I scraped 
every last remaining drop up with a spoon (I 
wish the kitchen served up a side of bread for 
sopping up leftovers) once the meatball, pork 
belly and fried risotto had disappeared. 


There She Goes Again 

Pastry chef Amanda Rockman picked up 
where she left off at previous post Balena, 
serving hand-crafted gelatos and complex 
well-crafted desserts at Nico. I especially liked 
the creamy burnt honey gelato ($3) garnished 
with a lacy pizelle cookie. If you're tired of 
the gloppy bricks of tiramisu served at most 
Italian restaurants, you'll love Rockman’s 


version ($11), a shooter filled with white cof- 
fee cream (coffee that’s cold-infused so the 
cream doesn’t pick up any bitterness or color), 
marsala wine-spiked mousse, a crispy crunchy 
layer of aged ladyfinger bits and a creamy Val- 
rhona milk chocolate cremeux (a custard that 
has a texture somewhere between a pudding 
and a mousse). 


It Was a Pleasure Then 

From Blackbird to Big Star, One Off Hospital- 
ity has put out a series of spectacular restau- 
rants. Nico, which has impeccable seafood 
and clean, light flavors, just might just be the 
most elegant and the biggest hit yet. The cozy 
kitchen counter seating and L-shaped layout 
of the dining room provides an intimate 
experience that falls somewhere between the 
claustrophobia of Blackbird and the expan- 
siveness of The Publican. Whatever your 
occasion, it is the place you should celebrate 
all of tomorrow’s parties.

‘Duck Dynasty’ star’s 
suspension outrages fans

The day after “Duck Dynasty” star Phil Rob- 
ertson was suspended from the hit A&E real- 
ity series, fans and nonfans of the series took to 
social media to either express their outrage at 
A&E for removing Robertson from the show 
or for airing the show in the first place. 

Robertson was put on an indefinite filming 
hiatus after the publication of an interview in 
the January issue of GQ magazine in which he 
made controversial remarks about gay people 
and civil rights that drew heat from GLAAD, 
among others. 

Whether they were fans of the show or not, 
many conservative Christians took great of- 
fense that Robertson was removed from the 
show for expressing his beliefs. 

New York Times political reporter Nick 
Confessore took note that all the discussion of 
Robertson’s thoughts on gay people was over- 
shadowing his positive remembrance of the Jim 
Crow South. “Phil Robertson lucked out: The 
furor over his comments on gays is overshad- 
owing his comments on black people.” 

Self-described independent Baptist and 
Reagan conservative Pam Besteder tweeted, 
“Whenever culture disagrees with the Word of 
God— CULTURE is wrong—not God. God is 
ALWAYS RIGHT!” 

Clay Guerry of Myrtle Beach, S.C., seems 
to think Robertson’s thoughts were par for the 


course, tweeting, “If you watch a show about 
rednecks being rednecks, eventually they will 
say something a bigot would say.” 

Kyle Collins, a student from Akron, Ohio, 
took amore down-the-middle stance, tweeting, 
“Dontt necessarily agree with #PhilRobertson 
comments. But I still love #DuckDynasty. Ev- 
eryone is entitled to their own opinions.” 

Never one to shy away from controversy, 
CNN host Piers Morgan tweeted, “Phil Rob- 
ertson is not a ‘victim of political correctness’. 
He’s a victim of his own repulsively racist, ho- 
mophobic bigotry.” 

While the hashtag #StandWithPhil became 
a thing, the “Duck Dynasty” stars also found 
support in the form of an offer from Glenn 
Beck to bring their show to his own network, 
the Blaze. 

“We would be proud to have you,” Beck said 
Thursday on his online TV network. 

Several online petitions have been started 
to show support for the “Duck Dynasty” star, 
including one on change.org that has amassed 
more than 65,000 signatures and a website, 
IStandWithPhil.com, which has gathered more 
than 80,000 signatures. 

The new season of “Duck Dynasty,” the 
top-rated nonfiction show in cable history, will 
premiere Jan. 15. Robertson will appear in a few 
of the new episodes since they were already fin- 
ished at the time of his suspension.

After both attending Kanye West’s show 

at the United Center on Wednesday, we 
decided to do a written version of “Good or 
What?” Here’s part of the email conversation 
that ensued. 


Good or what? Kanye’s Wednesday show 


MP: Wednesday’s Kanye West show at 
United Center was unusual, strange, fun, 
unsettling, captivating and challenging all at 
once. 

EW: I’m still in shock at the whole thing. I 
was a bit annoyed at the beginning. Splitting 
the show into four “acts,” the Lucha Libre 
masks and the body stockings were a bit 
much. Actually, I take that back. I’m pro- 
body stocking. Did the pageantry get tiring 
to you at any point? 

MP: I did think the show took a little time 

to get going, and I wonder how many in the 
crowd were expecting more of a nonstop par- 
ty. Though if they were they probably haven't 
been paying much attention to Yeezy’s 
material of late. It’s really something to hear 


thousands of people shouting, “I’d rather be 
a dick than a swallower,” which is a brilliant 
(if crass) encapsulation of the Chicago-raised 
rapper’s motto and probably a stereotype of 
Millennial self-interest. Do you think Kanye 
is, as he claims, “the scariest mother[bleeper]} 
on Earth” because he empowers people? 

EW: I have said this publicly a lot of times: 
Kanye West’s lasting influence is that, for all 
the arrogance and eye rolls, he has been con- 
sistently preaching the idea of belief in self. 

Here’s something: “Yeezus” is West’s sixth 
studio album. His tours are spectacular 
spectacles. He’s beyond famous at this point. 
Is he the biggest Chicago act ever? 

MP: Wow. The biggest Chicago act ever? 
Somewhere out there Billy Corgan is shaking 
his fist at the sky. 

But I’m inclined to agree, as long as we’re 
talking about the modern era. Kanye has 
literally risen to the top of a mountain, but 
he maintains intriguing contradictions. I 
believe that his rendition of “Power” from up 
there was meant to be ironic and showcase

1. Lay the tags horizontally and stamp one 
side with the rubber stamp. If you're confident 
in your own writing abilities, there’s no need 
to buy a stamp. If your penmanship hasn't 
changed since kindergarten, spend the $4. It’s 
worth it. Once the ink dries, flip the tags over. 


2. Try drawing out your own stencils on the 
card stock. Stars, bows and trees aren't too 
tricky. However, if that 5-year-old’s writing style 
also translates to your drawing skills, go online 
and search for holiday stencils. Before printing 
them, make sure the stencils are small enough 
to fit on the tag. If they're more than 1% inches 
tall, you may have problems. 


3. Print the stencils onto card stock and cut 

the centers out using your X-acto knife. Set 
aside the pieces you cut out, and separate each 
stencil. 


4. Keeping your tags horizontal, use the 
painter’s tape to attach one stencil to each tag. 
Unless you cut out extra stencils, you'll have to 
do a few at a time.

Just Be sure you Cor tser- 
do it, as the paint could seep under thea stencil 
and make a mess.of your intended shape, 


6. Carefully pull the shenecils off the tages, admire 
your beautiful shapes and kel then dey com 
pletely. Repeat stepe 4-6 until youve used up 
all the tags.

Tie them fo vour gets with ibben 
or string.
